Mix of us uor*' soattonsl through a w.*.*! ia 
search of signs of the pnwoiioe of elephants, 
wbvn a "solitary” sneok*sl out **f a jungle 
whore lie h i t lieen hidden mi l rush***l upon 
my Itorso. I was two miles away, but one of 
the nut i\ ■* sow the performative, lie sail 
the elephant l>r**ke c*iver as stealthily n* a 
man. carefully apnroaoho-l tli*» hors»*, and 
was only a lev* yards uway when disis>verv*i; 
then he trump"t*sl and made a rush. His 
sudden up!*curmire seem***! to strike the 
bone with terror, and he made u*> 
move to escape. The great trunk, held aloft 
as tin* l least charged, struck th ■ horse a "sido 
wipe'’ and knoekisl him tint, and be 
was no si suier down than tin* elephant knelt 
u|x>n him and ktioaibsl him into bloody pulp. 
YVhen his v mgounne was satistl-1 he Pise up 
and retreated to the same thicket, sneaking 
along as if lie was sinking to hide his trail 
It was an hour Inter when I reached the sjs>t, 
ami I was so angry over the death of my 
steed that nothing tlio men could say would 
stvp me from entering the thicket in search 
of the destroyer. Joe followed me, heuruig 
a gun. and l»>th of us were ready for any 
trick the beast might lie up to; but we were 
too late. YVe found the spot where he had 
stood for hours, and from which lie had sal- 
lied out to attack the horse, but he had 
quietly sneaked off. The elephant, when pur- 
suing an ordinary course through the forest, 
leaves a broad trail behind him. He breaks 
down branches, uproots small trees and the 
prints of hi* big feet could lie followed on 
horselmck at a gallop.

He w as soon among tlio 
bullock*. kii'N'king them right usd left with 
his terrible blows, and just then I got my 
gun ready. His charge had tiuen so sudden 
and tierce that we worn all demoralized for 
two or tlir s' in inn tew. Fortunately for us 
all, some one had the sense to throw light 
brush on one of the dying tires and started 
a big blaze. This seemed to disconcert tho 
elephant, and he showed signs of retreating. 
Iu this he was encouraged by two of our tail- 
locks, who dashed at him for a tight, and 
raked him severely with their stout horns. I 
was dancing about, waiting to get a shot, 
and I'll toll you what I saw that elephant do. 
He picked up a bullock weighing at least 1*10 
pound*, anil that with his trunk alone, and 
swung him aloft as easily as you cun lift an 
axe over your head. Hu held him in the uir 
a minute, and theu tiling him clean over our 
Cajsi Colony wagou to tho ground. Tho 
bull alighted on a large heap of freshly cut 
grass, and was hut little injured. I ojietied 
un the elephant just us ho tiung the bullock, 
and he at once Isiltxd out of camp, carrying 
three bullets with him. Ho httd scans-l) got 
clear when he step|ssl into a hole in the 
ground, lurch**! forward, and wont dowul 
with a broken leg Ik-fore lie could get on 
hli feet again I had given him bis death 
blow. He hud k 1 11**1 three meu and four 
bullocks, and wounded one man and two bul- 
locks. and his death gave us deep satisfaction.
